There are many different opin-; 
ions about sanctification. And) 
to many Avho talk about it and 
write abopit it, the experience 
is unknown. One reason that 
there are so many different 
views about it is because peo- 
ple do not have the experience, 
and they only give their opin- 
ion about it like they do about 
anything else that they know 
nothing about. 

The reason the subject is so 
interesting to me is because I 
know the experience. I do not 
have to guess about it. I know 
the power of it and what it did 
for me. This carries me beyond 
doubts and theories. It is a real 
knowledge. I know it besides 
the Bible teaching, but I find 
the experience perfectly agrees 
with the Bible teaching. And 
this is comforting—it is a 
source of joy, and satisfaction. 

Sanctification as we know it 
is the destruction of the ld 
Man—the sin prnviple. “Our 
old man is crucified * * * the 
body of sin * * * destroyed.” 
(Rom. 6:6) This is Paul’s ex- 
planation. He shows the “Old 
Man” no favors. He demands 
death, not ‘suppression. The 
blood of Jesus Christ cleanses 
from all sin. 

People theorize about sancti- 
fication like they do about other 
Scriptural teachings, but their 
theorizing’ never brings the 
blessing. It never kills the old 
man sin, and that is a pleasure 
to him. He hates to die worse 
than any body. That is the 
reason it is so hard to get sanc- 
tified, the old man doesn’t want 
to die. 

There is no doubt in my 
mind but people often profess 
sanctification that do not have 
it. The old fellow nestled down 
in there somewhere and_ be- 
haved himself so sweetly that 
the seeker thoughce it was done. 
But one is not sanctified as long 
as the old man lives. Paul tells 
us we know the old man is dead. 
“Knowing this, that our old 
man is crucified.” Of course we 
know it. Why shouldn't we 
know it? We know other things, 
why not know that?, Yes, we 
can know that just as wel! as 
we know some one_ shakes 
hands with us or pinches us. 

I was once preaching on the 
subject of knowing the expe- 
rience. Allofa sudden I stopped 
and reached out my hand and 
took hold of a man and shook 
him. He looked at me and spoke 
out quickly, “What do you 
mean?” I answered by asking 
him a question. “Do you know 
I shook you?” “Yes,” he said. 
“Then we can know the experi- 
ence about which I am telling 
you.” That was convincing. 

Jude addressed his letter to 
people who were sanctified. He 
must have known they had the 


‘experience or he would not 


have written as he did. I can- 
not think Jude was guessing 
about the matter any more than 
Paul was guessing. It is too 
plain, too true, too important 
to play a guessing game .about 
it. People are sanctified by the 
blood. 


In explaining about the ex- 


perience the writer of Hebrews| me 


used the practice under the law 
to illustrate it. “The bodies of 
those beasts, whose blood is 
brought into the sanctuary by 
the high priest for sin, are 
burned without the camp. 
“Wherefore Jesus also, that he 
might sanctify the people with 
his own blood, suffered without 
the gate.” (Heb. 13:12) In this 
he does not tell just how it is 
done, except with the blood, but 


it is enough to know that we 
are sanctified by the blood. And 
| according to Paul’s explanation 
the body of sin is destroyed so 
that the person sanctified shall 
not serve sin any more. “Dead 
indeed unto. sin, but alive unto 
God through , Jesus Christ our 
Lord.” (Rom. 6:11) 

The Evangel has always 
stood four square for  sanctifi- 
cation as a distinct experience 
subsequent to conversion. It 
has never changed, and there is 
no prospect of a change. Those 
who contribute to its columns 
know the experience. They 
know their sins were forgiven 
and that they had peace with 
God. They know the Spirit gave 
the witness of the fact. It was 
not guess work. It was a real 
experience. They know also 
that they were sanctified and 
cleansed by the blood of Jesus. 
They. may not be able to ex- 
plain it in minute detail, but 
they know it is done. 

There are many things that 
come before us that we know 
are real that we. cannot explain, 
but we acknowledge the fact | | 
of their existence: | know I can 
press a button and immediately | | 


plain it, but I know it is a fact.

In many of the texts which 
refer directly to salvation, we 
find the twofold work of grace 
set forth. “In that day there 
shall be a fountain opened to 
the house of David and to the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem for sin 
and for uncleanness.” (Zech. 
13:1) The all-knowing Spirit}, 
here sets forth the blood of 
atonement in its twofold effica- 
cy; first for the guilt of sin 
which is accumulated by our 
actions, and must be pardoned 
to restore us to innocence; and 
then in addition to this, the 
atonement is to go deeper and 
separate from the soul the in- 
herited uncleanness which Adam 
planted in the heart. 

Some New Testament Scrip- 
tures are full of meaning on 
this subject. In rehearsing his 
experience Paul told of his mis- 
sion to the Gentiles and _ the 
message God gave him for 
them. “To open their eyes,” 
says Paul, and to turn them 
from darkness to light, and 
from the power of Satan unto 
God, that they may receive for- 
giveness of sins, and _ inheri- 
tance among them which are 
sanctified by faith that is in 
.” (Acts 26:18) Surely no 
unbiased mind, and it seems 
that no really honest and 
sound mind can read this text 
without seeing two definite 
blessings in it. The word “and” 
certainly means in addition to 
what precedes it; and we’ see 
here that the words “sanctified 
by faith” are subsequent to and 
in addition to “forgiveness of 
sins.”

have no cloke for their sin.” 
(John 15:22). Piease notice He 
does not say sins, but sin, in- 
cluding the inherent body’ of 
sin. If Jesus had not revealed 
a: remedy for our depravity, we 
would not be accountable for 
it, as our will had nothing to 
do with its origin and trans- 
mission, but when Jesus reveals 
to us a foundation of all- 
cleansing blood for both actual 
and hereditary sin, then we 
are accountable for that pre- 
cious blood, just to the extent 
that we refuse to trust its ef- 
ficacy. When we see the pro- 
vision for the complete cleans- 
ing from ‘inbred sin, and then 
refuse to accept it, we reject 
that part of the gospel, and vir- 
tually adopt inbred sin as our 
own. Hence Jesus says, “no 
cloak for their sin,” for by re- 
jecting the sanctifying power of 
the blood, you thereby make 
hereditary depravity your Own 
sin. So that while we are not 
responsible for inbred sin, we 
are responsible for the contin- 
uance of it, right in the face 
of an omnipotent Purifier—Je- 
sus. To this agrees the Scrip- 
ture which says, “To him that 
knoweth to’do good and doeth 
it not, to.him it is sin.” (James 
4:17). To him that knows where 
to find cleansing from inbred 
sin and does not accept it, to 
him itis sin. Itis sanctioning in- 
bred sin to reject sanctification. 
Inbred sin is as old as mankind, 
actual sin is as old as the free- 
will that commits it; inbred sin 
is the same throughout the 
world, actual sin is never the 
same in two persons; inbred 
sin is a unit in the heart, ac- 
tual sin has infinite diversity; 
for actual sin we must have a 
full, free justification; for in- 
bred sin we must have a free 
and full sanctification. Must be 
sanctified by the blood. 


I have heard people making 
remarks about being sanctified 
and being sanctified wholly as 
if there was a difference in be- 
ing sanctified and sanctified 
wholly: To talk of people being 
sanctified and sanctified wholly 
as if there were two. experi- 
ences seems too much like the 
theory of a gradual wort of 
sanctification. I suppose there 
could be a difference in s me 
sense, but as we understand aud 
teach it, in the sense of 
cleansing the heart, the cruci- 
fixion of the old man, when we 
are sanctified we are sanctified 
wholly—purified and cleansed 
from inbred corruption. 


I know of only one Scrip- 
ture that speaks definitely of 
being sanctified wholly, and that 
does not necessarily imply that 
they are already partially sanc- 
tified and that they should be 
sanctified wholly. Paul says, 
“And the very God of peace 
sanctify you wholly.” Well that 
is alright. The very same God 
that gives peace when ones 
sins are forgiven,  sanctifies 
wholly by the power of the 
blood that sanctifies. 

When Jesus prayed for His 
disciples to be sanctified He 
did not say, Father, sanctify 
them wholly, but He said, “They 
are not of the world, even as 
I am not of the world. Sancti- 
fy them through thy - truth.” 
(John 17:16,17.) This is just 
as clear as if' He had said sanc- 
tify them wholly and means the 
same to us. As some people 
teach sanctification it might be 
all right to conclude we are 
sanctified by degrees or partial- 
ly sanctified and after a while 
sanctified wholly, but not so 
with the Church of God. To us 
sanctification means the cruci- 
fixion or destruction of the old 
man, the Adamic sin;the cleans- 
ing of the heart from _ the 
inherited sin principle. This 
to us is being sanctified wholly. 
This statement is verified by 
the Scriptures: “For both he 
that sanctifieth and they who 
are sanctified are all of one.” 





(Heb. 2:11.) He did not say 
“sanctified wholly.” “By the 
which will we are sanctified 


through the offering of the bod- 
y of Jesus Christ once for all.” 
(Heb. 10:10.) “For this is the 
will of God, even your sancti- 
cation.” (1 Thes. 4:3.) 


No one should try to console 
himself and claim sanctification 
when he knows he is not sanc- 
tified. wholly. If he is not sanc 
tified wholly he is just not sanc- 
tified at all, in the sense that 
the gospel of salvation teaches 
sanctification. And sanctifica- 


tion as a distinct experience 
subsequent to convertion is 
what we are talking about. This 
is the sanctification obtainable 
through the precious blood of

We have felt the need of a’ 
meeting house and a place _ to| 
live, so we began to talk to the) 
Lord about the matter and He’ 
opened the heart of one of our! 
sisters to help, in this matter. 
She has given us a nice lot on 
which to build and it was pass-| 
éd over to me about a week a-| 
go. I have bought a few things 
already for the building. 

Our plan and the advice of 
our members here was that we 
should build a room and kitchen 
for us to qccupy first and build 
the mission hall afterwards. 
This would save house rent and 
give us a permanent place for 
meetings.
